/s to send nearly, all the fowls raised to 
market and to supply the family with 
pork. As choice 
fowls 
sometimes 


bring high price* ia tfce city market, 
many farmers think that they on not 
afford to eat them. Bat, "taking one 
consideration with another, " it i* likely 
that most farmers would be gainers by 
sending more hogs to market and. 
using more fowls on their own tables. 
Live or dressed hogs are now sent to 
market very cheaply, and the commis- 
sions for selling them are quite small. 
They are easily haadled, and are trans- 
ported in car-load lots. At almost 
every railway station in the Northwest 
there are many penoitt who buy fat 
hogs daring the entire packing season, 
and there -is generally a good market 
for them at other times in the year. 
The marketing of fowls, however, is at- 
tended by much trouble and expense. 
It costs considerable to make coops for 
sending live fowls to market, and the 
birds Siey contain mutt be supplied 
with food and water during thsur jour- 
ney. 
If sent by express tbe oharge of 


transportation is high, and the commis- 
sioa men charge more for selling life 
or dressed fowls than they do for sell- 
ing hogs and cattle. The expressage 
and commissions largely reduce the 
sum the farmer receives for his fowls. 


Tbe price of fowls in a city market 


fluctuates. niutU more .than that of cat- 
tle and-hogs. The latter can be con- 
veniently and economically kept sev- 
eral days in stock-yards, if the market 
happens to be temporarily overstocked. 
During the cooler portions of the year, 
however, packers stand ready to boy 
oattle and hogs, which they keep at 
their own expense till they have time 
and opportunity to slaughter them. 
Any large city, however, 
is very 


like,ly to be overstocked with live 
and dressed fowls. 
When this is the 


case priced aro often very> low. 
If the 


weather is unfavorable they can not 
be sent East, even if there is a good de- 
mand fo;1 them there. Sometimes they 
can be disposed of at a" canning estab- 
lishment, bat if this is the case they 
will bring only a low price. It IB not 
unfrequently the case that, fowls are 
sold for a smaller price per pound than 
good beef brings: During the .winter 
holiday season the Chicago market is 
often overstocked with poultry. The 
market tb«n is generally well supplied 
with game, choice fish and stall-fed 
beef. 
Fewer fowls are sold than peo- 


ple in the country suppose. They are 
of teji kept some time for an advance in 
price, and then sold for a little more 
than epongh to pay the cost of trans- 
portation and selling.

Spring 
chickens are wanted as soon as aspara- 
gus and green peas are ia tbe market, 
and epicures are then willing to pay 
very high prices for them. Chickens 
at a size to broil when the first aspara- 
gus comes to market will bring more 
than birds that are kept till Thanko. 
giving or Christmas. 
Considerable 


trouble may be experienced in raising 
them so early m the season, hot per- 
sons who raise chicken* that art-fit to 
broil in May will be well paid for their 
trouble. Cockerels, hatohed late in the 
summer, win, if well fattened, bring 
good prices the following spring, as 
choice luxuries in the w3ay of meat are 
then generally scarce. 
The summer 


resorts that are within easy reach of 
farmers "ordinarily afford a good mar- 
ket for fowls. If farmers are quite near 
a large town they will be likely to find 
fowls more profitable than cattle and 
hogs, as they can keap themselves con- 
stantly informed in relation to prices, 
can market their birds themselves, and 
can deliver them to their customers in 
good condition. 


Although farmers living a long dis- 


tance from a large town may find lit- 
tle profit in raising fowls for sale, they 
will find them very profitable to raiac 
(or supplying .their own. tables. Very 
few farmers in the West here 
ice- 


bouses or refrigerators in which they 
can keep during warm weather beef, 
pork or mutton produced on their own 
places. Daring the seikton of seeding, 
haying and harvesting, they have little 
time to go to town, anoV they generally 
find butcher's me»t above their means. 
In the time when brisk work is re- 
quired in the field the men should be 
well fed. There is economy in afford- 
ing Held hands the best of food when 
hard work is required of them. Salt 
meat and fish are not suited for a 
steady diet during warm weather. 
Fresh meat is wanteaj»t least a part of 
ihf. time. -It is cheaper tft raise chick- 
ens for the purpose :pf supplying the 
farmer's table daring the summer and 
early fall than to buy fresh meat of a 
butcher. 
It takes less time to kill 


some chickens than to ride to town to 
procure fresh meat. By having chick- 
en.-* hatch out at different times of, the 
•year some of them will be in a condi- 
tion for food whenever fresh meat is 
wanted for the (able. 


For a Sunday dinner at any time 


during tlie fall or winter there is 
nothing that surpasses a good turkey. 
Evorv farmer should raise at least 
twenty of these birds for home con- 
sumption. 
The raising of geese is 


greatly neglected by farmers. A prairie 
farm that contains "a slough is one of 
the best places that can be found for 
keeping geese. 
During the summer 


they- will live almost entirely on grass, 
and makr a rapid growth. At other 
times of tnu year they will eat almost 
every thing that is usually fed to pigs. 
Their feathers are valuable in a farm- 
er's family for making pillows and 
cushions, and their oil is superior to 
anything else for applying to harness. 
A young, fat goose makes a most ex- 
cellent roast. A large 'flock of geese 
can be raised on almost any, farm with 
very little trouble or expense. It may 
be "necessary to ke^p them up while 
grain is ripening, btit t)»py wi}l fndnre 
confinemelit as wefl - as : any Wnd ol 
fowls. 
It costs but little to fence an 


acre of land, on which geese can be 
sept at such times as they would be 
ikely; to 'do damage tor-growing, crops. 
[t seems singular tiiit so "VW" geese 
are kept in all large towns in the West 
and that so few are seen oh Western 
farms.—Chicago Time*.

Those elected were: Super- 
visor, A. T. Hill; assistants, James Free- 
man, Cyrus M. Imboden and H. W. Davis, 
clerk, John B. Williams; assessor, F. J. 
Smith, collector, Harvej Mahasnah; 
commissioner, D. A. Maffit; justice, P. B. 
Provost, and Thomas Fluids ponndmas- 
t«r, all Republican nominees except Davis 
and Smith. The Labor-democraho-m- 
dependent candidates owe their election 
to the fact that the Bepubhoans had to 
fight the solid democratic party, includ- 
ing the prohibition element. The Labor 
ticket was simply democratic candidates 
masquerading.
